The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches most of the claimed elements; however, the prior art fails to teach a housing 
device for releasably capturing a frame containing one or more reeds, of a caller for 
producing sound to attract wild game, said housing device comprising essentially planar 
elastomeric material defining an essentially planar cavity having a size sufficient to 
relatively snugly capture the frame without interfering with the sound producing 
characteristics of the reed, said elasticity providing resiience to said housing permitting 
said housing to essentially flex open to either capture or release the frame".
